An Able Statefman will always be 
provided with Preventive Phyfick for the Body 
Politick ; he will always have the Common Enemy 
mn View; he will Watch all their Approaches againit 
the State, all their Defigns againft the Publick 
Safety ; and will fo Countermine all their Pro- 
jecis, as that the Commonweulth fhall never Sufter 
a Surprize; and not to fufier an Open-Rebellion, 
on Purpofe to show the Power of the State in fup- 
prethng it. <A Rebellion may be prevented with 
imall Cof to the State, but it cannot be fupprelf- 
fed without the Lefs of the Lives of the Natives, 
which, as they are our beft Detence, fo are they 
our greateft Treafure, atid oun not to be Squan- 
derd away m making Trials of Skill. 

It would be an Invidious,tho’ perhaps a Neceéffary 
Enquivy,to know bow well the Crown and the L7- 
berties ot England have been fecured fince Her 
Majeities Happy Accefton to the Throne; however 
we may with dSatety confider thofe Things which 
are our Real and Natural Securities.
